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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  Dec.  4,  1970  determined  that 
10.9  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  would  be  needed  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States 
during  calendar  year  1971.  The  press  release  announcing  the  action 
appears  herein  beginning  on  Page  7.  The  full  text  of  the  Secre- 
tary's determination  was  published  in  the  Dec.  11,  1970  Federal 
Register. 

Preliminary  reports  of  inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar 
held  by  all  primary  distributors  on  Nov.  28,  1970  totaled  2,182,000 
short  tons,  raw  value.  This  was  768,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end 
of  October  but  125,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  November  a  year 
ago.  Both  beet  and  cane  sugar  processors'  stocks  showed  improve- 
ment over  those  of  a  month  ago  reflecting  the  harvest  of  the  crops 
currently  in  progress.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  increased 
195,000  tons  during  November  and  on  Nov.  28  totaled  870,000  tons, or 
20,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  November  of  last  year.  On  Nov. 
28  beet  processors  reported  stocks  of  1,157,000  tons  on  hand 
compared  with  696,000  tons  a  month  earlier  and  1,156,000  tons  on 
Nov.  30  last  year. 

Sales  of  sugar  during  calendar  year  1970  continue  to  exceed 
last  year's  although  at  a  declining  rate  and  deliveries  reported 
during  October  were  slightly  below  those  of  October  1969.  According 
to  preliminary  reports,  sales  by  primary  distributors  through  Dec. 
19  totaled  10,823,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with 
10,284,000  tons  during  the  same  period  of  last  year.  Inclusion  of 
constructive  deliveries  in  the  year  of  actual  delivery  would  bring 
total  physical  deliveries  in  the  1970  period  to  10,863,000  tons,  or 
362,000  tons  more  than  physically  delivered  in  the  same  period  of 
1969. 

Reported  deliveries  through  Dec.  19  of  this  year  account  for 
about  93  percent  of  the  consumption  requirements  established  for 
the  year.  In  1969  and  1968,  on  the  comparable  date,  95  percent  and 
94  percent,  respectiv  ely,  of  the  annual  requirements  estimated  for 
those  years  had  been  delivered. 

Cane  sugar  refiners  reported  distribution  of  7,175,000  tons 
through  Dec.  12,1970  or  280,000  tons  more  than  during  the  comparable 
period  last  year  but  73,000  tons  less  than  during  that  period  of 
1968.  Beet  sugar  processors  reported  deliveries  of  3,259,000  tons 
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through  Dec.  12,  or  258,000  tons  and  561,000  tons  more  than  during  those 
periods  of  1969  and  1968. 

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  regions  during  the  first  ten 
months  of  1970  were  5.7  percent  above  those  of  the  similar  months  of 
last  year.  All  five  of  the  geographical  regions  received  more  sugar  -  - 
the  North  Central  region  was  up  the  most--8.2  percent--f oil  owed  by  the 
West  up  4.9  percent,  the  South  up  4.7  percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  up  4.4 
percent  and  the  New  England  up  1.2  percent. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  were  larger  during  the  first  ten  months  of  1970 
to  40  states  and  smaller  to  ten.  In  eight  states  deliveries  during  the 
1970  period  exceeded  those  of  the  similar  1969  period  by  more  than 
500,000  hundredweight.  Illinois  had  the  largest  reported  increase  of 
any  of  the  states--up  1  ,819,000  hundredweight--fol 1  owed  by  California 
up  797,000,  Ohio  up  652,000  and  Michigan  up  644,000  hundredweight.  Of 
the  10  states  reporting  smaller  deliveries  in  the  1970  period  Georgia 
received  77,000  hundredweight  less  and  the  remaining  nine  states  re- 
ceived in  the  range  of  27,000  hundredweight  less  in  Idaho  to  1,000 
hundredweight  less  in  Vermont  and  Alaska. 


Deliveries  of  sugar  reported  to  processors  of  food,  beverages  and 
other  products  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1970  were  7.7  per- 
cent above  those  of  the  first  three  quarters  of  1969  while  deliveries 
for  consumption  in  the  homes  and  institutions  increased  8.0  percent. 
Four  of  the  six  food  processing  groups  received  more  sugar  during  the 
1970  period,  with  deliveries  to  beverage  manufacturers  up  the  most--13.1 
percent.  Bakery,  cereals  and  allied  products  had  the  next  largest 
increase--l 1 .2  percent,  followed  by  confectionery  and  related  products 
up  8.3  percent  and  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  3.0  percent.  Deliv- 
eries for  use  in  unclassified  food  products  were  down  5.4  percent  and 
for  use  in  canned  products,  down  1.8  percent,  while  deliveries  for  use 
in  industrial  non-food  products  increased  17.0  percent.  Two  of  the  four 
non-industrial  categories  received  more  sugar  in  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1970  than  in  those  quarters  of  1969.  Deliveries  to  retail 
grocers  increased  the  most,  up  12.0  percent  while  deliveries  to  whole- 
salers were  up  6.9  percent.  Hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  re- 
ceived 5.2  percent  less  sugar  in  the  1970  quarters  and  deliveries  to  all 
other  non-industrial  type  users  were  down  3.3  percent. 
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Deliveries  of  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less  than  50 
pounds)  by  all  primary  distributors  during  the  first  three  quarters  of 
1970  were  up  3.9  percent  as  compared  with  that  period  of  1969.  In- 
creases occurred  in  all  of  the  geographical  regions  ranging  from  8.3 
percent  in  the  North  Central  region  to  2.3  percent  in  the  mid-Atlantic 
and  South.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  in  consumer-size  packages  increased 
29.2  percent  compared  with  a  decrease  of  1.3  percent  for  cane  sugar. 
The  proportions  of  total  consumer-size  package  deliveries  in  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1970  were  79  percent  cane  sugar  and  21  percent  beet. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  dis- 
tributors during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1970  were  up  6.2  percent 
as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1969 ; del iveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar 
sugar  which  accounted  for  about  23  percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  deliv- 
ered during  the  period,  increased  14.9  percent  while  deliveries  of 
liquid  cane  sugar  increased  3.8  percent. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by 
primary  distributors  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1970  were  up 
11.5  percent  as  compared  with  that  period  of  last  year;  deliveries  of 
bulk  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for  54  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  de- 
livered during  the  period,  increased  16.9  percent  while  deliveries  of 
bulk    beet  sugar  increased  5.6  percent. 

Sales  of  dextrose  by  primary  distributors  during  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1970  increased  1.4  percent.  Sales  to  industrial  users., 
which  accounted  for  97  percent  of  all  dextrose  sales  reported,  in- 
creased 1.9  percent  and  sales  to  non-industrial  users  decreased  13.2 
percent.  Four  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users  received  more  dextrose 
in  the  three  quarters  of  1970  as  compared  with  1969;  three  received 
less.  Those  with  increases  were:  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses 
up  21.4  percent,  manufacturers  of  beverages  up  12.2  percent,  non-  food 
products  up  5.5  percent  and  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  and  dairy 
products  up  3.0  percent. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported 
on  Dec.  18,  1970  that  a  sugarcane  crop  of  24.3  million  tons  would  be 
harvested  on  the  mainland  and  in  Hawaii  this  year.  This  would  be  12 
percent  more  than  the  21.7  million  tons  harvested  last  year.  Yields  of 
cane  per  acre  are  expected  to  average  43.9  tons  up  from  last  year's 
yield  of  43.2  tons. 

In  Louisiana,  where  harvest  was  slowed  by  considerable  lodging 
of  the  cane  as  a  result  of  excessive  rainfall  during  late  summer  and 
early  fall,  harvest  was  about  60  percent  complete  on  Dec.  1.  The  Crop 
Reporting  Board  also  reported  that  conditions  generally  favored  the 
development  of  cane  in  Florida,  that  harvest  weather  had  been  good 
and  no  apparent  freeze  damage  had  been  reported. 
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Weather  conditions  in  Hawaii  were  reported  as  favorable  through- 
out 1970,  except  for  a  prolonged  dry  spell  extending  from  April 
through  October.  The  crop  was  not  seriously  damaged  because  irri- 
gation water  supplies  were  ample.  Hawaiian  sugar  production  for  the 
year  through  Dec.  12  totaled  1,157,637  tons,  960  basis,  with  four 
mills  still  grinding.  This  compares  with  the  production  of  1,176,635 
tons  through  Dec.  13  last  year. 

Production  of  sugarbeets  in  1970,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board,  is  expected  to  total  nearly  26  million  tons  of  beets,  six  per- 
cent less  than  the  record  1969  crop,  but  two  percent  more  than  the 
1968  crop. 

On  Dec.  16,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  they  were  initi- 
ating a  contract  offering  industrial  grades  of  sugar  in       100  -  pound 
bags  for  January-February  1971  shipment  in  the  Northeast  region  at  .15 
cent  per  pound  above  prices  currently  in  effect  on  contracts  expiring 
Dec.  31,  1970.    Other  interested,  sellers  promptly  followed  with  offers 
of  similar  price  import. 

Price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack  --  100 
pound  paper  bags  --  have  remained  relatively  steady  during    the  last 
three  months.    There  were  indications,  however,  that  in  certain  areas 
orders  were  being  accepted  for  industrial  sugars  at  prices  considerably 
below  list. 


Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at 

wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  by  regions.  Significant  variations  of 

actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  areas 
reflecting  competitive'  conditions.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound, 
paper  bags  was  13034  cents  per  pound  during  November  up  from  13/22 
cents  in  October  and  from  12.48  cents  in  November  of  last  year.  For 
the  January-November! 970  period  the  retail  price  averaged  12.93  cents 
per  pound  or  4.4  percent  above  the  average  for  the  first  It  months  of 
1969. 
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The    quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  quoted  by  the  "Spot  Committee"  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  averaged  7.96  cents  per  pound  during  November,  down  from 

8.14  cents  in  October,  but  up  from  7.  1  cents  in  November  a  year  ago. 
The  quotation  had  been  declining  since  early  September  when  it  was 
8.20  cents  per  pound.  By  the  end  of  September  the  quotation  had 
fallen  to  8.14  cents,  by  the  end  of  October  to  8.10  cents  and  by  the 
end  of  November  to  7.75  cents  per  pound,  where  it  remained  until  Dec. 
8  when  it  strengthened  to  7.90  cents  per  pound.  The  quotation  con- 
tinued to  strenghten  rising  to  7.95  cents  on  Dec.  9,  to  8.00  cents 
on  Dec.  10,  to  8.10  cents  on  Dec.  11  and  to  8.15  cents  per  pound  on 
Dec.  23.  On  Dec.  23  the  quotation  was  8.15  cents  and  for  the  period 
Dec.  1-23  averaged  7.97  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.69  cents 
during  this  period  of  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  World  sugar  f.o.b.,  bagged  and  stowed 
at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  8  Contract),  as 
quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  4.18 
cents  per  pound  during  November.  This  was  the  highest  monthly 
average  of  the  World  price  quotation  since  August  1964  when  it  was 
4.37  cents  per  pound.  The  quotation  for  World  sugar  has  followed 
a  strong  note  throughout  1970,  averaging  3.12  cents  per  pound  in 
January,  and  rising  each  month  through  November.  For  the  period 
January-November  1970,  the  quotation  averaged  3.71  cents  compared 
with  3.42  cents  per  pound  during  those  months  of  last  year.  World 
sugar  weakened  slightly  in    December,  falling  from  a  quotation  of 

4.15  cents  on  Dec.  1  to  4.08  cents  on    Dec.  2. 

The  quotation  has  since  strengthened,  rising  to  4.13  cents  on 
Dec.  15  to  4.15  cents  on  Dec.  21,  and  to  4.28  cents  per  pound  on  Dec. 
23.    For  the  period  Dec.  1-23  the  quotation  averaged  4.12  cents  com- 
pared with  an  average  of  2.86  cents  per  pound  during  the  same  period 
last  year. 

The  "spot"    quotation  for  World  sugar  sold  under  the      No.  11 
Contract  (stowed  bulk  basis)  averaged  4.11  cents  per  pound  in  November, 
up  from  3.92  cents  in  October.    The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  initiated  the  No.  11  (bulk)  Contract  on  May 
5,  1970  to  replace  the  No.  8  Contract  which  will  be  phased  out  at 
year-end  1970.    At  the  outset  the  difference  in  the  quotations  under 
the  two  contracts,  which  primarily  represents  the  costs  of  bags  and 
bagging,  ranged  from  an  average  of  .10  cent  per  pound  in  May  to  .06 
cent  per  pound  in  July  and  August.    During  September,  October  and 
November  the  No.  11  Contract  quotation  averaged  .07  cent  below  that 
of  the  No.  8  Contract. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1971  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Sugar  Requirements  for  1971  Announced 


Tbe  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Dec.  4,  1970  announced 
its  determination  of  1971  sugar  quotas.  The  order  differs  in  two 
important  respects  from  the  proposal  of  Nov.  9  (Press  Release  USDA 
3463-70).  First,  imports  will  be  restricted  for  the  second  quarter 
as  well  as  for  the  first  quarter;  second,  the  limit  on  first  quarter 
importations  has  been  reduced  by  50,000  tons. 

Sugar  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States 
for  calendar  year  1971  were  estimated  at  10.9  million  tons;quotas  for 
domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  totaling  that  quantity  were 
established  and  importations  of  raw  sugar  within  the  quotas  of  foreign 
countries  before  July  1,  1971  were  limited  to  2.2  million  tons. Of  that 
quantity,  importations  before  April  1  may  not  exceed  the  sum  of  750,000 
tons  and  the  small  quantity  of  1971  quota  raw  sugar  (estimated  as 
45,000  tons)  imported  this  year  for  refining  and  storage. 

The  changes  from  the  proposal  were  made  after  carefully  considering 
the  briefs  submitted  by  all  interested  persons  and  in  the  light  of  the 
recent  trend  of  raw  sugar  prices.  The  raw  sugar  price  guide  in  Section 
201  of  the  Sugar  Act  is  now  8.37  cents  per  pound.  The  actual  price  of 
raw  sugar  at  the  time  of  the  proposal  was  8.05  cents  and  has  since  de- 
clined to  7.75  cents  per  pound.  This  action  was  taken  in  recognition 
of  the  disparity  between  raw  sugar  prices  and  the  statutory  guide  and 
also  the  apparent  desire  of  cane  sugar  refiners  to  carry  smaller  inven- 
tories . 

Views  received  in  response  to  the  proposed  determination  for  1971 
in  a  general  way  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

All  but  one  of  the  briefs  submitted  by  domestic  sugarcane  and  sugar- 
beet  grower  and  processor  groups  either  stated  that  the  proposed  level 
of  annual  requirements  was  too  high  or  recommended  a  specific  lower 
level.  That  one  agreed  with  the  level  provided  that  the  limitation  on 
imports  during  the  first  quarter  was  reduced.  All  but  two  recommended 
limitations  on  first  quarter  importations  and  at  a  lower  level  than, 
proposed.  Four  of  the  groups  recommended  that  imports  during  the  second 
quarter  also  be  limited. 
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Cane  sugar  refiners  recommended  removal  of  limitations  on  imports 
of  raw  cane  sugar  during  the  first  quarter  and  prompt  reallocation  of 
deficits.  In  addition,  one  refiner  recommended  the  establishment  of 
requirements  at  11.2  million  tons. 

Industrial  sugar  users  generally  favored  an  11.3  million  ton  or 
higher  requirements  level;  immediate  reallocation  of  prospective 
deficits  in  area  and  country  quotas;  and  elimination  of  first  quarter 
limitations  on  imports  of  raw  cane  sugar  or  that  such  limitations  be 
raised  to  at  least  950,000  tons. 

Industrial  sugar  users  generally  indicated  that  sugar  prices  re- 
sulting from  the  Department's  level  of  proposed  sugar  requirements  and 
the  first  quarter  import  limitation  would  be  inflationary  while 
processors  and  grower  groups  emphasized  that  action  must  be  taken  to 
correct  the  current  low  level  of  raw  sugar  prices  and  the  wide  dis- 
parity between  such  prices  and  the  price  guide  of  Section  201  of  the  Act. 

Quarterly  importations  would  be  apportioned  among  individual 
countries  within  their  annual  quotas  in  ratio  to  average  importations 
during  the  respective  quarters  of  1968-70  but  with  provision  for  a 
minimum  of  5,000  tons  for  any  country  in  each  of  the  first  two 
quarters.  Second  priority  would  provide  up  to  20  percent  of  the 
annual  quota  in  the  first  quarter  and  up  to  50  percent  in  the  first 
half,  subject,  however,  to  availability  for  allocation  of  quantities 
after  allocation  based  on  the  first  priority. 

Requirements  for  1970  were  initially  determined  at  10.8  million 
tons  with  authorized  imports  during  the  first  quarter  limited  to 
the  sum  of  800,000  tons  and  the  quantity  imported  during  the  previous 
year  for  refining  and  storage.  There  were  no  limits  on  second  quarter 
imports.  The  final  adjusted  determination  for  1970  was  11.6  million 
tons  with  actual  imports  during  the  first  quarter  of  1,063,000  tons. 

Details  concerning  priorities  for  approving  applications  for  the 
importation  of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  and  second  quarter  of  1971 
are  set  forth  in  the  regulation  scheduled  for  publication     in  the 
Federal  Register  on  Dec.  11,  1970.    Copies  of  the  regulation  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Sugar  Division,  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conser- 
vation Service,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, DC. 
20250.  Applications  for  the  importation  of  sugar  or  for  set  aside  of 
quota  for  arrival  during  the  first  quarter  of  1971  received       on  or 
before  Dec.  15,  1970,  will  be  considered  as  having  been  received  at 
the  same  time.  Applications  pertaining  to  the  second  quarter  received 
on  or  before  Jan.  15,  1971  will  be  considered  as  having  been  received 
the  same  time. 

The  1971  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  and 
average  imports  of  raw  sugar  into  the  continental  United  States , within 
quotas, for  the  first  quarters  and  first  halves  of  the  years  1968  through

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USDA  announces  approval  of  raw  sugar  imports  during  first  quarter  of 
1971 


The  Department  of  Agriculture  on     December  16,  1970  approved 

applications  for  the  importation  from  21  foreign  countries  of 
750,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  quarter 
of  1971 . 

The  importation  of  this  quantity  of  sugar  was  authorized  in 

Sugar  Regulation  811  announced  Dec.  4  (USDA  3733-70)  and  published 
in  the  Federal  Register  of  Dec.  12. 

The  allocations,  made  pursuant  to  that  regulation  and  applications 
received  thereunder,  were  based  on  average  importations  from  coun- 
tries during  the  first  quarter  of  the  years  1968  through  1970, with  a 
minimum  allocation  for  any  country  established     at  the    lesser  of 
5,000  short  tons,    raw    value,    or  the  quantity  applied  for. 

The  importations  approved  are  additional  to  the  quantity  of 
1971  quota  raw  sugar  imported  or  to  be  imported  in  1970  for  refining 
and  storage  under  bond  --  a  quantity  now  estimated  at  35,000  tons. 

The  quantities  requested  and  approved  are  shown  in  columns  two 
and  three  of  the  accompanying  table.  There  is  also  a  memorandum 
column  for  the  convenience  of  importers  interested  in  submitting 
applications  on  or  before  Jan.  15,  1971,  for  second  quarter  impor- 
tations. The  quantities  shown  in  column  four,  minus  the  quantity  of 
1971  quota  sugar  entered  by  a  country  this  year  under  bond  for 
refining  and  storage,  constitute  the  starting  points  for  computing 
the  first  priority  for  such  importations.
